Metropolitan Fnrks. 


Under authority of the part: act oE 1893 tho 


BluivHills, Middlesex Fells, Svoiiy Brook and 
Ec-aver Brook reservations, a total of 6070 
acres, had bean acquired in addition to 1ST 
acres in "West Roxbury parkway, transferred 
to the care and expense of the city of Boston. 
During the past year these reservations have 
bueri amended by the taking of 280 acres and 
br the abandonment of 75 acres, chiefly to pro- 
vide for boundary roads or entrances from thu 
nearest highways. In addition new acquisi- 
tions have been mnde on the Charles river and 
at various other pohits in Newton, Needham, 
Wellesley and other towns, so that tho hold- 
ings of the commonwealth comprise 0781 acrus. 
The money appropriated for lunds and work 
under the park acts amounts in all to S'?,SOJ, 
000, of which J300,(WOon1y can be expended oa" 
and'abouc the Charlua river.' 


Of these appropriations, $1,10-1,051.41 have 


already been expended. "While more tlmn 
half the claims for land taken have be<m 
settled, there are several large claims await- 
ing adjustment: and the development of the 
ptirk system cannot sufcly be continued until 
an appropriation is made which will leave a 
balance for further work afcer these claims 
are paid. 


The people of the park district and vicinity 


seein to feel a keen interest in the develop- 
ment of the system, and it is acknowledged 02 
all sides that the immense benefits resulting 
from the project amply justify the outlay. 


Metropolitan Sewerage. 


Since last January negotiations havo been 


pending between the city of Boston ,aud tho 
board of metropolitan sa \verage com missionary, 
with a view to fixing upon the-yearly rental 
valuo of the trunk sewer.pumpiug station and 
outfall of the BDston improved system for the 
use of our Charles river system"for a term of 
five years. It was hoped that some agreement 
might be reached. During tho last five years 
the commonwealth nus paid the city of Boston 
for this use an average yearly rental of about 
J2tJ,OOJ; but now the city of Boston asks about 
$52,000 per year for the nexc five years. Under 
tha sta-utti the commonwealth can by the ex- 
ercise of tbe.rifrfit of eminent domain take the 
right to use the trunk sevver, and leave tho 
question of rental to 09 determined by tho 
courts or otherwise. The sain u question will 
arise when it becomes nece^tiry to use the K"e- 
ponaec valley sewer, which is soon to be con- 
structed. Ic would be well to consider whether 
it would not be economy and good policy for 
the commonwealth to take*tho main trunk 
sewer of the Boston improved system, from 
the point in Huntington avenue where tha 
metropolitan sewer connects with it to the 
pumping station, and ta^e the pumping sta- 
tion and outfall sewer now belonging to the 
city of Boston as a pare of the metropolitan 
system, and have "the same thereafter main- 
tained and operated by the commonwealth. 


Theru may be some question whether chapter 


459 of ihe acts of 18SO is broa-1 enough In its 
terms to confer upon the commission the su. 
thority to take the pumping station and outfall 
sewer; therefore, if it should seem best to pur- 
suo this course, such legislation should be had 
aa would give ,the power-and. provide tne 
funds.

He 
returned home in isiiU, and in the follow- 
ing year WHS elected professor of history 
and English literature in tho University 
of Michigan.

for the metropolitan waier district, compris- 
ing the cities of Baston, Chesea, Evert'tt, 3Ial- 
d»n, lledtord, Ne'A'ton and Somerrille, and 
the towns of £tilmont,.Hyde Purk, Melro^e, 
Revere. Watertown and "Winthrop. Power 
\vas given to acini is any other city or town 
•withiu.lQjiiilea of tho,state house, and under 
this power thu city of Quincy has applied to bo 
included within the district. 


The geiiurul plnu of t-he system to be con- 


structed was fixed by the legislature to bu saV 
staiitiully in accordance with the schema of 
water supply recnmmonded • after Ion? and 
caroful cunsideratio 11 by tho state board of 
health. This wcheme contemplated in troHuriil 
the taking of the waters of tho bouth branch 
of the Nashua river, and the taking of other 
sources of water supply, principally those hd- 
longini: to the city of Boston, including the 
Budbury river. 


Surveys and specifications for the aqueduct 


from Clinton to the Sudbury system, have 
been completed, and proposals for its con- 
struction are nearly ready to ha issued,so that 
work upon it may be begun early in the year 
ISfW. The work of connecting Chestnut Hill 
with Spot Poud district and the Mystic system 
ia still further advanced; routt-s have been sur- 
veyed and contracts are expected to be exe- 
cuted The present month for the furnisliiiiK of 
the iron pipe mains. Plans for pumping sta- 
tions are In progress, so that upon completion 
of,the aqueduct and the pipe lines there may 
be no obstacle to the iinrnediate introduction 
of additional water into th-j various portions 
of the metropolitan' district. 


Metropolitan Parks. 


Under authority of the park net of 18H3 the 


Blue Hills, Middlesex Pells. Ir^ny Brook and 
Beaver Brook reservations, a total of 0070 
acred, had been acquired ic addition to IJi'J 
acres in West Roxbury parkway, transferred 
to the ruire and expense of the city of "Boston.- 
During the past year these reservations have 
been amended by the taking of 236 acres and 
by the abandonment of Taaerea, chiefly to pro- 
vide for boundary roads or entrances from thu 
nearest highways. In addition jiew acquisi- 
tions have been made on the Churles river and 
at various other points iu Newton, Netidham, 
"Wellesley and other towns, so th:it the hold- 
ings of the commonwealth comprise 678L acre^. 
The money appropriated for lands and work 
under the park acts amounts iu all to S.'.SOU, 
000, of which f30-J,tX»Q only can be expended on" 
and about the Churlea river. 


Of these appropriations, 51,194,051.41 have 


already been expended. While more than 
half the claims for land taken have bteu 
settled, there aru several largu' claims await. 
ing adjustment; and the development 'of tha 
park system cannot safuly be continued until 
an appropriation is made which, will ieavu a 
balance for further work after these claima 
are paid. 


The people of the parlt district and vicinity 


seem to feel a keen interest in thu develop- 
ment of the system, and ic is acknowledged on 
all didj.T that tho immense, benefits resulting 
from the project.amply justify the outlay. 


Metropolitan Sewerage. 


Since last January negotiations have been 


pending between the city oC Boston and thu 
board of metropolitan sewerage commissioners, 
with a view to .fixing upon ths yearly rental 
value of the trunk newer,pumping station and 
outfall of the Boston,improved system for" the' 
use of our Charles river system fora.' term ol 
flve years. It was hoped that some agreement 
might be reached. During the last five years 
the common wealth has paid the city of Boston 
for this us<j an average, yearly rental of ahouc 
?2(S,QQJ; but now the city of Boston a-iks about- 
$52,000 per year for the next five years. Under 
the statute the commonwealth can by.the ex- 
ercise of the right of eminent domain . take tho 
right to use the trunk sewer, arid leave thu 
question of rental to 02 determined by, 'the' 
courts or otherwise. The same question will 
arise when i t becomes necessary to use the JS"e- 
ponset valley sewer, which is soon to be con- 
structed. It would be well to consider whether 
jt would not be economy and good policy for 
the commonwealth to take the main .trunk 
sewer of the Boston improved system, from 
the point in Huntington avenue'where" the" 
metropolitan suwer connects with it to the. 
ptimping station, and tase the pumping sta- 
tion and outfall sewer now belonging to the 
city of Boston as a part of the metropolitan, 
system, and have tho same thereafter main- 
tained and operated by the common wealth.

took out his revolver aud lired twp shots in 
tothe ground. On Moody street he iired 
two more, but the men did not scare. 


All this time Oilicer Boyle was in the 


race and though tho men had about 75 
yards start on him, he kept after them aud 
soon passed the other officers. 
He in- 


creased his gait, fearing that the mun 
might get into little Canada where they 
could easily elude their pursuers. 
But 


they turned into (Race street and then 
down Ford street. 
Here Officer Boyle 


caugbc them both and held them till the 
other officers came up. 


One of the mtin said that the revolver 


fell on the ground during the scuffle and 
was discharged. 


On the court^Jist this morning the 


names of the three Frenchmen who-- had 
the trouble were recorded as follows: 
Wilfred Baribeau, drunkenness; William. 
Bourgeois, drunkenness and assault aud 
battery, Napoleon Bergeron drunkenness 
and assault with,a pistol upon Wilfred 
Baribeau. 


Baribeau who was shot was uuahle to 


appear in court being in the hospital. The 
other'two pleaded guilty of drunkenness 
but not guilty-of tho other.charges.

, The pistol with which the shooting was 
done was not found. 


Bergeron said he never had a pistol in 


his life. 


Officer Grady, who made the arrests, as- 


sisted by Officer Fox, is confident that 
Bergeron is the one that done the shoot- 
ing.

Taxation. 


Our laws of taxation, which have for many 


years been the subject of constant discussion, 
should have careful consideration, as recom- 
mended iu my first message. The sentiment 
seems t« be prevalent that our present law is 
compliiAfzed, impracticable and 
inequitable. 


If, as experience seems to have proved, it is 
impossible to fairly and efficiently collect our 
taxes under the present law, and if the method 
of assessing under the law is, as seems evident, 
so variable in different communities and in 
the same community at different times as to 
cause constant disturbance and an almost ex- 
cusable effort on .the part of some of our citi- 
zens to evade payment of the full legal levy, It 
is certainly time for a thorough Investigation 
of the subject, with the definite purpose of en- 
acting a clear and equitable law, -which can ba 
enforcedin afair and just-manner. I desire 
also to call especial attention to the fact that 
our laws S'^rm to bear oppressively on 'our 
"business and industrial 'enterprise, -which 
shouldbe especially.fostered and encouraged, 
as the source from which most of our citizens

In 3884 he was appointed 
circuit court judge of the United S":ites 
for the Eighth district, antl was Appointed 
associate justice o: the supreme court, in 
December, 18S9, by President Harrison. 


Kichard H. Alvey is n Democrat in poli- 


tics and a man of marked legal'ability. 
It was the great reputation he gained as 
judge in tho Maryland courts which led 
President Cleveland, in the absence of 
political influence on Judpre Alvey's part, 
to appoint liim to the position of chief 
justice of the court of appeals of this dis- 
trict. He is abous GO years of age. 


Andrew D. "White was born in Homer, 


N. Y., Nov. 17, 1S37. He was graduated 
from Yale in 3SD3, and spent two yetirs in 
Europe, part of the time as attache of the 
American legutiou at St. Petersburg. Ho 
returned home iu IboO, and in the follow- 
ing year was elected professor of history 
and English literature in tho University 
of Michigan. In 1803 he resigned because 
of poor health and returned to his former 
home in Syracuse, where he was. elected 
to the state senate. He was re-elected in. 
1604. In 1876 he became first president of 
Cornell university, which post he tilled 
until 18S5, when failing health compelled 
him to retire. He was oue of the com- 
missioners to Santo Domingo in 1871. He 
was president of the Republican state con- 
vention of New York in October of the 
saino year, and was UuitedStates minister 
to Germany from 187& to 1SS1. 
In 1893 


President Harrison appointed Sir. White 
minister to Russia to succeed Charles E. 
Smith. Mr. White has published nmny 
volumes, besides contributing to periodi- 
cals, ilr. White is a Republican In poli- 
tics. 


Frederick H. Couderfc is a Democrat in 


politics, and is oue of the best known men 
of tho bar in Nuw York. Mr. Coudert 
was one of the counsel for the United 
States on the Behring set. commission, 
and iu that capacity he made'oue of the 
most eloquent and effective speeches de- 
livered in behalf of the American conten- 
tions. 


The last named of the commission, Dan- 


iel C. Gihnun, is president ot* Johns Hop- 
kins university, and is well known as an 
authority on international law. He was 
at one time president of the University of 
California, and was later called to take up 
the work of the organization of the uni- 
versity of which he is now at the head.

geography. He is the author of a life of 
President Monroe. Mr. Gilman has never 
figured prominently in politics. At the 
White House it is stated that he has no 
polities, but-., his proclivities are under- 
stood to be Republican.
